HIS ARMY ROUTED BY THE EGYPTIAN 


FORCES AT TOKAR. 


Over Seven Hundred Arabs Found Dead 
on the Battlefield-Strong Feeling 
Against the Jews in Austria—The 
Chilian Revolution—Another London 
Scandal—Foreign News. 


_ AFAFITE, Egypt, via Suakim, Feb. 21.—A se- 
vere engagement was fought at Tokar on Feb, 
19 between the Egyptian troops, who recently 
left El Teb and Osman Digna’s forces. Nearly 
one thousand lives were lost in the battle 
Which followed the appearance of the Egyp- 
tians at Tokar. The Egyptians made their 
advance from Afafite during the early dawn 
of the morning of Thursday last. The enemy 
was sighted near Tokar and after an ex- 
change of shots between the skirmishers of 
the enemy and the advance guard of the 
Egyptians, the latter pushed forward through 
the brush wood surrounding Tokar and its 
neighborhood in order to _ seize the 
old Government building, now little 
more thanatumble down ruin, but which 
forms a strategic point, where a force of in- 


' < fantry could hold out against heavy odds. The 


dervishes, seeing the object of the Egyptian 
advance in that direction, made a rush for 
the building and surrounded it by a compact 
mass of riflemen, who poureda hot fire into 
the ranks ofthe advancing Egyptians. The 
latter, however, were not to be checked in 
their advance, returning the Arabs’ fire as 


they advanced. The Egyptjans fixed bayonets

when within easy distance of the enemy and 
bravely charged upon the defenders 
of the old ruins. For over an hour 
a desperate hand-to-hand, bayonet-to- 
spear-and-sword fight followed, during 
which the Egyptian troops fought with 
the most determined bravery. Finally the 
Egyptian cavalry made a brilliant charge 
upon the Dervishes, who retired in disorder, 
suffering acrushing defeat. The Dervishes 
numbered at least 2,000 fighting men. About 
an equal force of Egyptians succeeded in 
reaching the shelter of the building before 
the Arabs surrounded them for the attack. 
After the retreat of the Dervishes the troops 
found over 700 dead around the position men- 
tgpned, while large numbers of dead were ly- 
ing in the bushes around the buildings. 
Nearly every Emir of importance who was 
present at the battle fell upon the field. 
Osman Digna did not take part inthe fight, 
but watched its progress from a point of 
vantage near Afafite. After seeing that his 
faithful followers had suffered a disastrous 
defeat, Osman Digna, accompanied by about 
thirty horsemen, fied toward Temerin. The 
Egyptians to-night bivouac at Afafite, and 
will advance on Tamerin to-morrow. 


Church Disestablish 


Loxhox, Feb. 21.—Mr. Morgan’s resolution 
for the disestablishment of the church in 
Wales was defeated in the House last evening 
by a vote of 263 to 235: The large vote Mor- 
gan’s resolution received was greeted by the 
opposition with cheers. Mr. Gladstone spoke 
in favor of the resolution and madea splen- 
did effort. He stated that the church in 
Wales wasthe church of few and not the 
many, thatthe Non-Conformists were the 
people of Wales and that they would no 
doubt move decisively at the next gen- 
eral election, when out of the 
thirty members elected from Wales 
twenty-seven of them were elected on the 
platform of nonconformists. England cannot 
afford to refuse to listen to this, and no one 
knows it better, and that gentleman who 
voted against the resolution, said the Liberal 
leader; he would ‘not have spoken like this 
fifty years ago, when the administration of 
the Established Church was feasible and not 
open to censure, but the case was changed 
now and the people of Wales have spoken on 
it, and decisively, said Mr. Gladstone in clos- 
ing. [Loud cheers.]} 

SHIPPING FEDERATION. 

The Employers’ Labor Association of Lon- 
don, representing a shippage of 750,000 tons, 
have joined the Shipping Federation, which 
gives that organization an aggregate tonnage 
of 7,000,000 tons and leaves but only 2,000, 000 in 
the Kingdom which is not controlled by the 
Federation. This gigantic combination will 
be able to control the entire shipping busi- 
ness of England and be ahle to fight the 
workmen better in case of strikes. News re- 
ceived from Cardiff says that the strike is 
virtually collapsed and that the Federation is 
supplying all help required, 

ANOTHER SCANDAL. 

Stories of a sensational divorce suit are still 
in circulation, and if what is said be true the 
particulars will rival the Parnell scandal. 
The story clings about the sacred walls of the 
House of Lords and the scene is laid in a dark 
passageway. The husband is said to have 
caught his wife in the arms of a 
political dandy, who is now try- 
ing to posein society, as injured inno- 
cence. The Scottish Leader says that the 
lady who has caused the trouble is a little 
over 80 years of age, comes from a historical 
Scottish family, and has been a leader of Lon- 
don West End society for several seasons. 
Society has already masticated the whole 
affair,and even if a private settlement is 
made the story is nearly sure to get into the 
public print. 


The Jews in Austria. 


LONDON, Feb, 21.—Vienna advices state that 
the movement Against the Jews is conspicu- 
ous in the contest over the coming election, 
andin Vienna and several of the provinces 
the elections will turn almost wholly on this 
issue. The anti-Semites are determined to 
deprive the Jews of the political rights which 
they now enjoy equally with Christians. The 
principal argument urged against the Jews 
by their enemies in Austria is that they avoid 
military service; that the large majority of 
Jewish conscripts escape the ranks under 
some pretense or another, and that many de- 
liberately maim themselves with this object. 
It tg said that of fourteen Jews of military 
age in one village in Austria eleven were 
found to be suffering from some disabling 
injury, apparently self-inflicted. One had 
gone so far as to chop off the index finger of 
The Vienna newspapers, 
under Jewish ownership, 
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Friendly to Parnell.

In Southwest Africa. 

LONDON, Feb. 21,—The new Anglo-German 
company for operating in German Southwest. 
Africa is practically an English company and 
controlled by English capital. It will have 
full control in Damaraland, Oramboland, and 
the northern half of Great Namaqualand. 
Besides mining concessions, the company has 
obtained other important privileges from the 
German Government. It is proposed to build 
a railway from the coast to the interior. The 
country will remain under German protection 
nominally; but the company will provide 
their own defense. 


In the South Seas. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 21.—Capt. Fer- 
guson of the brig Tahiti, which just arrived, 
reports the following item of news from the 
South Seas; ‘‘At the Islandof Raitea two 
French ships, the Champlain and the Volage, 
have been shelling the native villages. 
Landing parties from the ships have con- 
quered the native tribes on the coast, but the 
natives living in the mountains have not 
been subjugated.’’ 


Holland’s Standing Army. 

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The Minister of War of 
Holland has prepared a bill that would raise 
the armed forces of Kingdom to 865,000 
men, besides the lan „composed of all 
sound men up to the age of 40 who do not be- 
long to the army or auxiliary forces. The 
actual standing army will bumber 115,000 
men. 


“BELLE BOYD.” 


Something About the Career of the 
Famous Female Spy. | 

SARATOGA, N. I., Feb. 21.— Belle Boyd, the 
rebel spy,’’ went to Hoosic Falis a short time 
ago to give an entertainment there. She was 
accompanied by her husband, Nat R. High, 
and three children, and they all went to the 
Commercial House, where the children were 
suffered to remain while the father and 
mother gave performances in neighboring 
places. ‘‘Belle’’ several times sent money to 
the hotel proprietress for board for her 
ehildren, but not enough to pay the full 
board, and so Mrs. Turner, proprietress of 
the hotel, entered complaint to the Poor- 
master, so as to put the chfldren upon the 
town, and a warrant was issued for the arrest 
of Belle Boyd. She was arrested in 
Catskill and taken back to  Hoosic 
Falls. On trial it came out that the 
$10 a week which had been sent for 
the care of the children had been applied 
toward the payment of a board bill previ- 
ously contracted, and which was partly due 
and that the children had been unjustly given 
to the charge of the Poormasters. The Jus- 
tice decided that there was no cause for 
action. 

„Belle Boyd’’ comes of an excellent West 
Virginia family. Sheis 45 years old and Is of 
striking appearance. As a girl she won a 
reputation asa horseback rider. She rode in 
man's clothes as often as in woman’s dress. 
She was in sympathy with the rebellion and 
gave frequent proof by dangerous service of 
her devotion tothe South. When she learned 
of some Federal movement which she 
thought would be valuable to Stonewall Jack 
son to know, she rode dy night in the midst 
of dangers and gave him the information. 
From that time she was attached to Jack- 
son’s brigade. She rode across the battlefield 
of Port Royal and carried dispatches to 
Jackson which sent him in pursuit of Gen. 
Banks. She became the pet of the Confed- 
erate army. Later Jackson recommended 
her to Jefferson Davis, and he commissioned 
her to carry an important document to 
England. She sailed from Wilmington on the 
steamer Greyhound, as one of the crew. The 
vessel was captured by the steamer Massa- 
chusetts, and she, with the crew, was taken 
to Boston and imprisoned, all the prisoners 
were court martialed and shot except the 
daring Belle Boyd. When her sex became 
known her sentence was commuted to ban- 
ishment through the influence of Lieut. 
8. Harding, her captor. Belle went to 
London, and soon after Harding also went 
there and married her. Harding died soon 
after. She returned to this country and mar- 
ried a Philadelphian. Then she went to. 
Texas and married again. Her third husband 
died in Detroit. Then she married succes- 
ively Cole Younger, Sam Starr and Jim Starr, 
the two Stars being full-blooded Choctaw In- 
dians. All these husbands, as well as herself, 
were handy with weapons. Several years 
ago she wounded and nearly killed a man 
whom she charged with having made im- 
proper advances to her doughter. Of late 
years Belle has devoted her time to lecturing, 
at which she has been moderately successful. 
Nat R. High, her seventh husband, is also her 
business manager. He declares that his wife 
will sue Mrs. Turner, proprietress of the Com- 
mercial Hotel, for damages. 


THE RUSH FOR LAND. 


Filers of Claims Holding Their Places in 
Line at Ashland, Wis. 


CuicaGo, III., Feb. 21.—A special from Ash- 
land, Wis., says: Therush for Government 
lands bids fairto excelin some respects the 
celebrated onslaught on Oklahoma. In the 
face ofa blinding snowstorm, with no shel- 
ter, the filers held their positions in the line 
infront ofthe United States land office all 
Friday night and yesterday. Their determi - 
nation borders on frenzy. The man who goes 
to sleep now is in danger of losing his place 
and there are large numbers of men standing 
around toslip inthe line where others fall 
from sheer exhaustion. Miss Hattie Knickel- 
bine, who occupied seventh place, i# allowed 
to go to a hotel during the night. She is very 
plucky and the men arecourteous to her. 
There were standing in a foot of snow yester- 
day morning, but dry goods boxes and straw 
and benches are being distributed along the 
line which affords some relief. A long 
tent made of blankets, sheets and 
overcoats covers about half of the line now. 
Albert Vincent, at the head, has received 
several offers for his position, refusing one of 
$2,000. Immense crowds are attracted by the 
sight. Iwo men from Duluth crowded into 
the line ahead of their proper places, and 
there are murmurings along the line that 
they will be mobbed unless they take their 
proper place. The rush is even greater than 
that at Wausau, as the land is much more 
valuable, and the line was formed two days 
earlier. Many of those in line went through 
a similar experience at Wausau and the 
awful exposure and loss of sleep is vets 
upon somie ofthem. Haggard a 
with cold, they can hardly lift their ds.

HOW CANADIANS REGARD THE PRE- 
MIER’S TARIFF PROPOSITION. 


Editor Farrer Denounced by the Conserva- 
tive Dominion Press—He Gave Hints 
to Canada’s Enemies’’—After Goldwin 
Smith—The Professor’s Emphatic 
Denial—Slanderous Falsehoods. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 21.—A personal friend of 
Sir John McDonald’s says that it fis the lat- 
ter’s intention if re-elected to make over- 
tures to Great Britain and to Australia with 
a view to arranging a mutual tariff against 
the rest of the world. The idea of imperial 
fiscal union is looked upon witha good deal 
of favor here both by Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, and it would surprise no one shoulda 
commission be appointed to negotiate with 
the home Government on the matter. It is 
said that Sir John may even go himself and 
leave the Government in the hands of Sir 
Charles Tupper, Who would have again to 
enter active politics and represent some 
constituency. Itis believed that Sir John is 
having a great deal of trouble with the man- 
ufacturers, who are demanding pledges of 
higher duties as the price of their support. A 
prominent manufacturer said to-day that the 
duty on beef, flour and coal will be increased 
should the Conservatives be successful. 

EDITOR FARRER DENOUNCED. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia,Feb.21.—Commenting 
on Sir John McDonald’s exposure of Editor 
Farrer’s pamphlet the Herald says: The ex-

AFTER GOLDWIN SMITA. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Feb. 21.—The Empire 
yesterday published an article attempting to 
implicate Prof. Goldwin Smith in the affair of 
Mr. Farrer’s pamphlet. It is headed: The 
Treason Spread Further Than Was Supposed— 
Another Revelation—The Instructions on 
Prof. Smith’s Copy—Their Latest Intrigue.’’ 

The article concludes: Mr. Farrer's 
pamphiet was printed in November of last 
year, between the 16th and 25th of that 
month. It was labeled : Trade Relations. 

On Monday, Feb. 2, Prof. Goldwin Smith 
d elivered a lecture on ‘‘Loyalty,’’ before the 
Young Liberals of Toronto, which was pub- 
lished in the Globe of the following day. A day 
or two ago this lecture was taken to 
Hunter, Rose & Co. to de printed in 
pamphlet form. It is known that Prof. 
Goldwin Smith himself read the proofs of 
the pamphlet. On the upper right-hand cor- 
ner of this ‘‘copy,’’ when sent to the print- 
ing office, was written, not in the handwrit- 
ing of Farrer, the instructions as to the type 
in which it was to be set up. These instruc- 
tions read. Pica or small pica, same type 
as ‘Trade Relations’’’ (Farrer’s pamphlet). 

What does this show? It shows that as 
early as Feb. 4 or5 some of the leaders of the 
‘*Grit’’ party in Toronto, and presumably 
Prof. Goldwin Smith, as well, knew of Far- 
rer’s pamphlet, had seen it, read it, admired 
the style of type used in it and knew the 
printing office that had issued it. 

AN EMPHATIC DENIAL. 

Prof. Goldwin Smith, in a letter to the 
press, characterizes the above as a ‘‘tissue of 
the most deliberate falsehoods.’’ Hesays: I 
declare, upon my honor, I never saw or heard 
of Mr. Farrer’s pamphlet or had anything to 
do with its composition or  publica- 
tion. The instructions to the printer of 
my addresson ‘‘Loyalty’’ were not written 
by me, but by G. Mercer Adam, who put the 
pamphlet through the press forme, whose 
initials were appended to it, and who knew 
as little about Farrer’s pamphiet asI did. As 
given by the Empire they are a daring fabrica- 
tion. The title ‘‘Trade Relations,’’ which, 
the Empire leads us to understand, was that of 
Mr. Farrer’s pamphlet, is substituted for 
„Political Relations, the title ofa previous 
pamphlet of my own, with which the ‘‘Loy- 
alty’’ address was to be printed uniform. 
The original copy, with the instructions to the 
printer, has fortunately been preserved. The 
deliberate character of the fraud is evident 
from the suppression of the fact that the in- 
structions are signed with initials not mine, 
while itis that the handwriting, not being 
that of Mr. Farrer, was mine as well as by

LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE. 


The Shock of a Nitro-Glycerine Magazine 
Explosion. 


TOLEDO, O., Feb. 21.—A special dispatch to 
the Blade from Findlay says: At Io clock this 
morning lightning struck nitro-glycerine 
magazine on the Stoker farm, three miles 
northwest of this city,in which was stored fifty 
eans of the explosive. The shock which fol- 
lowed the explosion was something tremend- 
ous, and was distinctly felt in Lima, Fre- 
mont, Tiffin, and all the cities and towns 
within a radius of fifty miles, creating the 
impression that an e convulsion 
had affected the whole of western Ohio. 
The only thing left to indicate the place of 
the magazine is a hole in the ground big 
enough to bury a three-story house. The 
financial loss is not great. It was at first re- 
ported that five tramps who had taken shelter 
from. the storm in the building had blown up, 
but nothing about the scene of the explosion 
bears out this story.

Reported Sale of the Schlesinger Road— 
Railway News. 

CHICAGO, III., Feb. 21.—A special from Mil- 
waukee, Wis., says: ‘‘The announcement is 
made that the Schlesinger Railroad has been 
sold. The road is the Estanaba, Iron Moun- 
tain & Western. With tie road goes a large 
slice of the stock in the Chapin mine. Who 
the purchasers are is no yet known. The sale 
was made to an agent who acts for the Van- 
derbilts and others. It is believed that the 
road has passed into thehands of the North- 
western road, but of thii nothing is certain. 
There is gossip to the effect that Andrew Car- 
negie is back of the deal, This is based on the 
fact that M. A. Hanna of Oleveland recently 
purchased a large block pf the stock in the 
Chapin mine and the Cirnegie mils use a 
great deal of North Michgan ore. The gen- 
eral belief, however, is that the road goes to 
the Northwestern people. If such is the case 
it is almost certain that ahother line will be 
built from some point on jhe Green Bay into 
the heart of the Menominte, which will par- 
allel the two roads already built.’’

CLEVELAND TALKS. 


No Truth inthe Published Statement of 
His Withdrawal. 


THE EX-PRESIDENT TORMENTED Ar 
CALLERS AND LETTER-WRITERS. 


How the Washington Story Originated— 
Hill. Will Not Immediately Resign the 
Governor’s Chair—The Rhode Island 
Contest—Proceedings in Arkansas and 
Other State Legislatures. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—In regard to the 
statement published by the Washington Post 
yesterday to the effect that Cleveland had de- 
clared that he would not again be a candidate 
for the Presidency, the ex President said last 
night that there was nothing in the story. He 
has neither declared himself a candidate nor 
authorized anyone to say that he would not 
enter the race. 

It appears that Mr. Cleveland is greatly 
bothered by the swarms of politicians who 
haunt his office and private residence, and is 
deluged with correspondence from all parts 
of the country on political questions. A few 
days ago, in a talk with Mr. Carlisle, Mr. 
Cleveland called his attention to the annoy- 
ance he was put to because of these intrusions 
upon his privacy, and it issupposed that the 
story inthe Post was based upon what passed 
in this friendly interview. 


A Rhode Island Election. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Feb, 21.—A peculiar 
state of affairs has developed in the Congres- 
sional race in the Western district of this 
State. At the regular election here last No- 
vember neither Warren B. Arnold, the Re- 
publican candidate, or Charles H. Page, the 
Democratic nominee, received a majority of 
the votes, and under the law a new election 
was made necessary. The Legislature, 
which is largely Democratic, fixed to- 
day as the time for holding the 
election. When this action was taken a 
vigorous protest was made by the Seventh 
Day Baptists, who worship on Saturday.

THE KILLING OF MR. BARNES, 


Why It Has Aroused Great Indignation at 
Benton. 


The killing of Isaac N. Barnes at Benton 
Station, on the Missouri Pacific Railway, yes- 
terday morning, has aroused considerable in- 
dignation at that suburb. The railroad years 
ago built a station-house on the north side of 
the tracks, and an unprotected platform 
south of the tracks. The in-bound track is 
on the south side, and when, as on yesterday 
morning, rain is falling, passengers waiting 
for trains coming intothe city remain in the 
station - house until the trains reach the next 
station west, and then cross to the south 
platform. Yesterday morning thet sec- 
tions of the express due at the Union 
Depot at 6:40 o’clock were late. 
As is usual, all suburban trains were 
held back at their initial points on the main 
line, Washington, Kirkwood and Laclede, 
until all the sections of the express had 
passed, through trains being given the right 
of way though, as is generally the case with 
the third section of the morning express, 
they are empty. Yesterday a section of 
the express reached Benton station about the 
time a suburban train, known as the Kirk- 
wood accommodation, was due there. The 
station-house was crowded with waiting 
commuters, as was the space under the drip- 
ping eaves. Most of those waiting knew from 
the speed the train was running that it was a 
section of the express and did not cross. 
Mr. Barnes had not had enough experience to 
know this, having been a commuter but a short 
time. He crossed the track slowly, because 
of his age and the slippery condition of the 
ties and rails. Had the train been running at 
the usual speed of accommodation trains he 
would have had ample time to cross, but it 
was going at a speed very much in excess of 
that rate. Bystanders said it could not be 
going less than fifty milesan hour. Mr. Barnes 
had just stepped upon the edge of 
the south platform when he was struck. He 
was thrown clear of the platform onto some 
low ground twenty-five or thirty feet away. 

At least 100 persons, men and women, saw 
the killing. Many of them had tried to warn 
Mr. Barnes of his danger, but as he was 
somewhat deaf and the noise of the rapidly 
approaching train was in his ears he prob - 
ably did not hear them. 

For a long time such an accident has deen 
expected at this station and many attempts 
have been made to have the station-house 
placed on the south side of the tracks so that 
passengers would not be compelled to cross 
before approaching trains. The Bentonians 
intend to again make an effort in this direc- 
tion. 


SHOVED HIM DOWN STAIRS. 


John West Held to Answer for the Death 
ot Touy Dcames, 

John West is in a cellin the Four Courts 
Hold-over.

that he wanteda bed. He claimed that the 
house was indebted to him. for one night’s 


The mute refused to 
leave and West lost his temper. Seizing 
Beames by the shoulder, he pushed him to 
the door and, according to the statements of 
several witnesses, gave him a violent shove. 
Beames tumbled down the flight of stairs 
to the sidewalk and when picked 
up was found to be unconscious. 
From a gaping wound on the backof his 
head flowed a steady stream of blood. John 
Crowley, James Ledden and Jules DeLooche, 
boarders at the house, carried the mute toa 
room and placed him in He remained 
alone until about 11:300’cloek, when West 
went to the apartment and found him dead. 
Officer Hogan of the Third District, was then 
called in and at once took West into custody, 
The prisoner spent the night at the 
Third District Station. This morn- 
ing he was removed to the Four Courts 
and was placed inthe hold-over. The body 
of the mutg was sent to the Morgue, where a 
post-mortem examination willbe made this 
afternoon. Itis supposed that a concussion 
of the brain caused death. The deceased was 
a single man, 35 years old, and is not known 
to have any living relatives. West was seen 
in his cell this morning, but refused to make 
any statement whatever in regard to the af- 
fair. Deputy-Coroner Meade will hold an in- 
quest in the case to-morrow afternoon at 2 
o' clock, the witnesses being summoned to ap- 
pear at the Four Courts at that hour.

"THE GUARD OF HONOR, 

The guard of honor, consisting of Ransom 
Post and the survivors of the Thirteenth 
regulars,came next, surrounding the caisson 
bearing the body. Commander H. L. Ripley 
ledthe advance guard, three sets of fours in 
rank. Next came the caisson drawn by four 
black horses, ridden by two artillerymen 
in regular uniform, Close to the wheels 
walked the sergeants Who had accompanied 
the remains from New York, and on each side 
of them marched comrades of Ransom 
Post. The rear was closed by the comrades of 
the post. The post fag was borne in advance. 
Behind Ransom Post came the survivors 
of the old Thirteenth Infantry, commanded 
by Sergt, P. J. Carmody. All wore appro- 
priate badges, and one of the men carried a 
beautiful floral tablet, presented by the 
Thirteenth. Immediately in the fear of 
the caisson bearingthe remains was led a 
cavalry horse, draped in black. It bore 
the saddle and trappings that the dead 
General had used when in life, and the 
spurred boots were in the stirrups. The 
funeral cortege was closed by a long line of 
carridges containing the pall bearers, the 
members of the family and members 
of the funeral party. The pall 
bearers immediately followed the Thir- 
teenth. They were from the military.

with people on both sides and all heads were 
uncovered during the passing of the caisson 
bearing the dead hero's remaing. Every 
window on the street was filled with faces 
and everywhere a feeling of reverence and 
solemnity was mäntfest, Many of the 
houses were draped in black and flags 
were seen here and there at 
half-mast or furled and wrapped with 
crepe. A similar scene was presented all 
, to the gates 
of the cemetery. The asphalt pavement on 
Pine street had been. washed and scrubbed 
and there wag very little mud to be 
found on Grand avenue, except where the old 
macadam roadway has not yet been changed 
tor a better pavement. A large portion of 
the procession, and notably the aged and in- 
firm veterans in line, dropped out on Grand 
avenue at Easton avenue, but the mounted 
men, the regular ps and militia, the car- 
riage division and many of the Grand Army 
veterans and Sons of Veterans marched all 
the way to the cemetery. 

The Fifth Division disbanded at Grand and 
Easton avenues, bat the members of the Ex- 
Confederate entered carriages there 
and followed th ins to the cemetery. 

ONLY ONE BREAK. 

There was only only break in the proces- 
sion, but that was a one and came near 
destroying the entire. effectiveness of the 
affair. It had originally been arranged that 
the Grand Army contingent should fall out of 
the procession proper at Grand and Easton 
avenues and form in double lines at the 
intersections in order that the caisson should 
pass between them and afford them an op- 
portunity of bidding farewell to the remains 
of their old commander, Some officious mili- 
tary intermeddler, however, took it into his 
head at the last moment to order the veterans 
to disband at Grand avenue and Pine street, 
nearly one mile nearer the center of the city. 
The result was an hiatus of over six blocks 
in the continuity of the parade. The major - 
ity ofthe veterans obeyed the order, but the 
minority refused, and in many 
eases with pretty blunt language. 
They said that they had followed the old com- 
mander through fire and flood, grape and 
canister, and now that he was dead they did 
not propose to allow any featherbed aide-de- 
camps to prevent them following his corpse 
80 long as they could keep on their feet. 

So they struggled along in twos and threes, 
with fire in their eyes and bad words on their 
Ups, but there was a full six blocks between 
the tail end of them and the head of the next 
division, Many affecting scenes were wit- 
nessed as the division with the caisson 
passed by. 

At one point en Grand avenue an old col- 
ored man with a Grand Army badge on his 
breast went down on his knees as the cais- 
son came abreast, and, tears streaming 
down his wrinkled cheeks, raised his hands 
ever his head in the attitude of prayer. 
Hundreds of people showered bunches of 
roses and of violets on the gun carriage as it 
passed them. 

At the corner of Washington avenue a group 
of veterans reverently uncovered their 
heads and said ‘‘good-bye’’ in unisonas the 
caisson passed out of sight. No set floral 
pieces were permitted on thecoffin and the 
only one which appeared in the entire 
procession was a large shield which was ear- 
ried in the rear of Ransom Post. 
Many of the old Thirteenth survivors who 
surrounded the caisson were in tears from the 
beginning of the journey until the gates of 
the cemeterry were reached, The procession 
was nearly two hours in passing a given 
point, and the head had nearly reached the 
cemetery gates when the rear guard was fall- 
ing into line. 

ARTILLERY RUNAWAY. 

The detachment of the st. Louis Light 
Artillery in charge of the caisson had a livély 
time ot it at Twelfth and Chestnut streets. 
The four horses drawing the heavy carriage 
took fright and tried to break through the 
crowd and run out Chestnut street. The 
driver of the front horsés tried to control 
them, but with poor success. The caisson 
came within an ace of turning over, and all 
the detatchment jumped off. The. members 


»finally sueceeded in getting the horses under 


eontrol, but some ten minutes were lost in 
accomplishing thisgesult. The company was 
forced by this incident to move up in a lively 
manner to close the ;

HOW THE DAY WAS OBSERVED. 


PUBLIC OFFICES CLOSED AND ALMOST GENERAL 
SUSPENSION OF BUSINESS. * 


The name Sherman has been on every lip 
to-day. The word Sherman has been on 
every banner and building in St. Louis. Never 
before hasthe city seen such a funeral pa- 
geant—not since the memorial to Gen. Grant 
in 1885 has the city evidenced so much regret 
over the loss to the world of a man. 

Yesterday the badge hawkers plied a brisk 
trade upon the streets. To-day they reaped 
a harvest. Northernand Southern men put 
on the white ribbon and the bit of crepe. 
Without regard to party or sect 
citizens dressed themselves in mourn- 
ing. The day was given up to 
the funeral. Business was suspended 
generally. The exchanges were all closed 
and trading stopped. Stores covered with 
black cloth closed their doors, factories 
stopped and the people were on the street. 
The banks reduced their business te the mini- 
mum,courts adjourned, and the Post-office 
was closed after the morning delivery. The 
mourning color was everywhere, and all the 
conversation in the crowds was of the dead 
man’s deeds. 

Railroads brought thousands of strangers 
to the city, thousands of blue uniformed men 
who had fought or were ready to fight for the 
nation the dead man loved. Over their blue 
they wore the black of regret. Comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic and soldiers 
of the army—the army of the past and the 
army of to-day—united in paying the last 
honors to Sherman. 

It will be many years before the memory of 
this day will pass. 

The unexpected happened. Last night the 
rain ceased and toward noon to-day the gray 
clouds parted to let weak sunlight through 
The march of the funeral cortege was long, 
but to its length was not added the expected 
discomfort of rain. All along the route from 
the depot tothe grave there were crowds of 
spectators. The streets were filled and all 
available points of advantage for sightseers 
were crowded. There were silent, respect- 
ful, mourning ranks of watchers banked on 
either side of the line of march, and the mass 
about the depot was equaled in numbers by 
the crowd at the grave. 


SIGHTS AND SCENES AT THE ARMORY. 

The building of the National Guard Armory 
at Seventeenth and Pine streets presented the 
liveliest kind of an appearance this morning. 
All the local militia companies were 
busily engaged in getting ready 
for the parade, andin addition tothe local 
men there were inthe buildidgthe Second 
and Third regiments of Missouri National 
Guards, the Fourteenth and Seventeenth reg- 
iments of Ohio National Guards and several 
unattached companies from Missouri. The 
First Regiment of the Ohio National Guards 
were quartered at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, the Armory building already 
having more troops than it could 
conveniently accommodate. The Ohio and 
Missouri regiments were given rooms on the 
second floor for headquarters, and the men 
were placed in the hallabove. This vast hall 
was packed with soldiers, Guns were stacked 
in pyramids at intervals of every 
eight or ten feet all over the room, and when 
the men were ordered to fall in line, there 
were a dozen lines of them or more, extend- 
ing the full length of the building and stand- 
ing very close together. Downstairs were 
the horses to be ridden by the officers and the 
cannons of the local battery company. These 
horses and cannons packed the entire arena, 
and, in fact, the whole building was so un- 
comfortably crowded that it was a dim 
cult matter getting the men in line and 
marching them on in proper order. Several 
of the officers had trouble with their horses 
and one of them had toabandon the idea of 
riding a charger as he found that the animal 
charged entirely too much. It was 
when the battery company at- 
tempted to leave the building, however, that 
the most excitement occurred, There were 
four wagons turned out by them and each 
was hauled by four horses. The first wagon 
that was sent out the team ran away 
with its drivers and ran a block 
anda half before they were stopped. No 
damage was done, however. Another team 
ran away with its drivers in the arena before 
the street reached at all and ran the 
cannon inte the side of the ring knocking 
a huge hole in the board partition. A third 
team ran away with its drivers as 
it was leaving the building and 
smashed a pole of the wagon, A 
new pole was secured and the wagon 
sentoutintothe parade. Nobody was hurt 
m any of the runaways except Private Vogel- 
sang of the battery company, who was kicked 
by a horse in the runaway. 

The militia formed in line on Pine street 
just outside the building, and marched down 
to where they were assigned to stand and fall 
in line with rest of the procession. 
All the regiments formed separately. The 
First Regiment of Missouri was sent 
down first and then the Second and Third 
Regiments of Missouri and the Fourteenth 
and Seventeenth Regiments of Ohio. The 
streets were lined with people, men, women 
and children, while the various regiments 
were forming in line. 


MISSOURI STATE OFFICERS DELAYED. 

The special train which brought down the 
State officers and members of the Legislature 
of Mi was due to arrive here at 10:30, but 
dia t in until 11:12, owing to the loco- 
motive breaking down.

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THE OHIO MILITARY. 

The First Regiment Qhio National Guards, 
composed of nine companies, arrived on a 
special Ohio & Mississippi train of fifteen 
coaches shortly after 8 o’clock this morning. 
With the regiment was Battery D, Ohio Ar- 
tillery, detached. The battery carried eight 
pieces, and at the depot secured horses to 
haul the heavy pieces. The regiment, headed 
by the battery, marched to the Merchants’ 
Exchange to the martial strains of the First 
Regiment Band commanded by Drum Major 
Smith. The line was a long one, there being 
no less than 500 neatly uniformed men who 
marched in nice order. The First Regiment 
is composed of all the companies in Oincin- 
natiand Hamilton County. The Officers are 
W. B. Smith, Colonel; jLieut.-Col. Whitney, 
Majs. Carrol, Brenner, Surgeon Henley and 
Capt. Geiger. The company. captains are 
Beck of Company A., Deitz, Proctor, Com- 
pany C.; Thomas, Company D.; Hunter, Com- 
pany D.; Lovell, Companyj F., Hand, 
Company G; Kent, Company H; Felgler, Com- 
pany I; Sergt.-Major Hera and Adjutant 
Johnson. The battery was commanded by 
Lieut. T. Proctor. The regimental officers 
brought with them as their special guests 
Mayor Mosby and ex-Mayor Amor Smith of 
Cincinnati.

Some of the phrases are full of meaning, as 
when they speak of one carrying a great load, 
che lugged it in, which means more than 
fetched, asit givesa good ideaof an outlay 
of strength. 

In some localities instead of saying ‘‘he has 
rented a house, it is he has got his rent, 
or I've been over and seen his rent,’’ idioms 
= — to them as they are obscure to the 
visitor. a 


A word in common use among the old-fash- 


ioned people strikes the unaccustomed ear as 
very peculiar. When a man’s coat doesn’t 
fithim they say: ‘‘It fays badly.’’ Looked 
up, the word is by no means a vagabond, but 
one of respectable antecedents, and found in 
every modern dictionary. It is a good old 
English word, meaning to fit. 

Aman who has a ‘‘hoss’’ to sell does not 
tell the buyer that he is in condition. He 
saysin the vernacular: ‘‘You kin trot that 
hoss thirty miles and back and you won’t find 


any outs in him. 
All these little larities of speech ‘‘ob- 
n' as the dialecticians would say among 
educated ple. The laborers have a lan- 
guage of their own of whom a chronicler re- 
ports this amusing speech:

This exhaustive use of the negative is du- 
plicated in the same locality as the preceding 
question in this way: 
don't s' pose you don’t know of nobody 
that don’t want to hire nobody to dew 


wnothin’?’’ : 


There is such picturesqueness in this pover- 
ty of language that we feel sure it would lose 
areal value in a contest with lexicons and 
gammars and sink tothe dead level of the 
commonplace. And it fits the condition of a 
free-born citizen looking for honest employ- 


ment. 

It is indeed seldom thatthe trusted vowel, 
or local phrase, is a lingual deformity. It is 
more often the tradition of a family handed 
down from father to son as hereditary as the 
eyes and hair.

Description of the Studies, the Museums, 
the Lectures and the Professors of 
This Famous Institution—The Hazing 
System. , 

Paris, Feb. 1.—The Paris Ecole des Beaux 

Arts, or School of Fine Arts, is a large and 

imposing building, which in olden times was 

aconvent. The big gate in the rue Bonaparte 
is adorned by two busts, shose of Poussin and 

Puget, the famous painter, and the equally 

famous sculptor of the seventeenth century. 

The immense court beyond is, as it were, 

divided in two by a fragment from an old cas- 

tle, a very fine specimen of architecture. To 
the right is the Museum, once the convent 
chapel, a beautiful inner court called ‘‘la cour 
de Murter, or Mulberry court, various 
studios, and finally the large exhibition rooms 
with a separate entrance on the Qual Mala - 
quais. Facing the rue Bonaparte are other 
studios, the handsome library, the gallery of 
antiques, etc. These are divided by a narrow

nat, These artists are not only celebrated, 
and justly so, but they are excellent teach- 
ers.

The 
other two professors have lately entered upon 
their duties; their predecessors, Cabanel and 
Boulanger, having died quite recently. 

The student having chosen his master, 
has but to present himself at 8 o' clock in the 
morning and take his place among the forty 
or fifty students of the studio. This is an 
ordeal from which many young men shrink 
with nervous dread. Stories of practical 
jokes have been handed down from one gen- 
eration of students to another, and some 
forty or fifty years ago these practical jokes 
were indeed often cruel. Onone occasion an 
unfortunate youth died in consequence of ex- 


posure to cold and shock to the nerves, To 
our modern ideas this hazing is simply odious 
and Iam happy to say, it has about disap- 
peared.

must expect, however, to be made fun of in 


one way or another, but he need fear nothing 
more than to be told to sing a comic song, to 
submit to a mock examination from some fel- 
low student disguised for the occasion, or to 
be forced to get on the stand and serve asa 
model. If he enters into the spirit of the 
fun, accepts the jokes, laughs with the others 
and shows that he is a fellow’’ he will 
be tormented no more.

Besides, each newcomer is ex ted to 
**treat’’ his comrades. If he is rich—an un- 
usual case—he invites them to a restaurant to 
lunch or dine; but this is by no means the 
rule. As a usual thing a glass of wine at the 
nearest wine shop and some cakes suffice for 
what is called the -‘bienvenue’’ or welcome. 
A young man must ex t the first day to 
. somewhere about $12 (@irancs). After 

is he may attend every sort of lesson or 
lecture, read in the library, study in the gal- 
lery of antiques, dissect in the amphitheater, 
all without again opening his purse. Heis

Nothing 
comes amiss to them—sign painting, senti- 
mental compositions for candy boxes 

rtraits at $2 or $3 apiece, etc. And 
hese hard workers are often among the best 
students, they makeup for lost time when 
they return to school after one of these 
periodidal absences ,and often ca off prizes 
and medals which their richer comrades fail 
to obtain. 

Among the hardest students of the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts—those who get to work first 
and leave off last—are, I am glad to say, my 
youss countrymen. This, at least, is the 

estimony borne by their French companions. 
American energy and spirit assert themselves 
everywhere. 

The instruction given at the Beaux Arts is 
not confined to drawing, painting or model- 
ling. Professors, chosen among the best 
Paris can afford, lecture before the students 
who are thus enabled to complete their gen- 
eral education. And thisis more necessary 
than — § artists imagine.

A REAL ARTIST.

HOW FASHIONS ORIGINATE. 


Some Instances Culled Fromthe Records 
of the Past. 
From the Clothier and Furnisher. 

It seems that trousers originated in the 
Gallic nations that finally overthrew the 
power of Rome. Whenthe Roman Emperor 
Aurelian led Tetricus, the barbarian, in 
triumph, the latter was arrayed becomingly 
ina pair of $3 bracche, Boston not then 
having been founded,and the word pants con 
sequently unknown. The fashion thus intro- 
duced into Rome wasa plant of slow growth, 
the Romans believing that any division in 


the garment below the waist was a mark of 
effeminacy. Gradually, however, as luxury 
became rampant, the trouser-leg became 
more 1 and the close trousers be - 
came the general costume. 

Alexander the Great had a twist in his neck. 
It was therefore fashionable for everyone in 
that monarch’s court to carry his neck in the 
same way. :

The peruke is said to be due to the misfor- 
tune of Philip, Duke of Burgundy. His hair 
fell out, and his physicians advised him to 
cover his head with artificial hair, which he 
did, and thus set the fashion. 

One day Francis I. of France was struck on 
the chin witha piece of tile. Of course, the 
wounded part could not be shaved Thus 
beards came again into fashion, after having 
been out for nearly a century. : 

Charles VII. of France had a pair of ill- 
made . He wore a long coat to conceal 
them. sult: Everybody else wore long 


coats. 

Few articles of dress were more popular at 
one time than the Spencer, the origin of 
which is extremely curious. Mr. Spencer, 
an Englishman rather particular in his dress, 
one time remarked in a comp that no 
fashion was so ridiculous but would 
adopted if worn by a 4 — of sufficient 
importance. This was objected to, where- 
os Mr. Spencer offered to bet that if he cut 
off the skirt of his coat and walked out with 
merely the y and sleeves, some one would 
follow him. The bet was taken, the coat 
prepared, and Mr. Spencer used it in London, 
past a well-known tallor whom he knew was 
always — for something new. Thus the 
Spencer came into use. 

At the battle of Steinkirk, which took place 
on the morning of Aug. 3, 1692, the French 
nobles were surprised in their sleep and, 
hastil rushing out of their tents, they 
arranred their lace cravats in the most care- 
less manner. The French were victorious, 
and to commemorate their victory, it became 
the fashion after thisto wear the neckcloth 
ina negligee manner. Hence the origin of 
4 stelnkirk cravat, as it was afterward 

During the reign of George III., his Royal 
Highness the Duke of York had a duel with 
Col. Lennox, and the worthy Colonel suc- 
ceeded in shooting away one of the Duke’s 
curls. Henceit became the correct thing to 
wear a curl on one side of the temple only. 

When Fox, the first of Quakers, was sitting 
inchurch and the preacher saia anythin 
which he didn’t like, he moved solemnly, pu 
on his hat and kept iton untilthe disagreea- 
ble remarks were concluded. Hence arose 
the Quaker custom of wearing hatsin church. 

Acurious instance of how a fashion was 
nipped inthe bud took place in New York 
during the early part of this century.

wdered. Thirteen acted as postilions, and 
he extraordinary appearance of this singu- 
lar v@hicle sent a loud guffaw from one end 
of the town to the other. So ridiculous did 
the carmen make this absurd custom of 
emulation appear that no further attempt 
was made on the pass of the young swel 
who, however, took the thing in such good 
part that one of them wrote an ode called 
Carmen Triumphe.

A SPLENDID TRIBUTE. 

The funeral of Gen. SHERMAN illustrated 
the character and experience of the man 
whose career and personal achievements 
made it one of the most impressive spec- 
tacles of the kind this country has wit- 
nessed. 

In his life Gen. SHERMAN did not seek pop- 
ularity, but appeared rather to invite by bold 
frankness and independence in conduct and 
speech hostility and criticism.: He despised 
those forms, ceremonies and outward ex- 
pressions of honor which are pleasing to 
the vanity of the greatest men. Yet his 
very contempt of popularity and homage 
seemed to bring him a larger measure of 
both, and since the war he been the re- 
cipient of more flattering attention, aside 
from official position, than perhaps any 
other famous general of the country. 

So, for his funeral he desired the simplest 
form of burial and absence of state pomp 
and ceremony, and for his grave, although 
he might have had a resting place among 
the heroes of the nation, he chose the quiet 
spot where his wife and the two children 
who preceded him are buried. But while 
his wishes have been strictly observed in 
form the popular desire to honor the dead 
leader could not be restrained, and the 
magnificent pageant of to-day, in which 
the nation may be said to have partici- 
pated, contained a more glorious tribute 
than could be expressed by state cere- 
monies. g 

EMERSON’s remark that the great man dig - 
nifles his place and surroundings and con- 
fers distinction upon them is as true of the 
dead as of the living. As the years roll by 
the grave in Calvary Cemetery where the 
hero of the March to the Sea lies at rest 
will be a center of interest, a Mecca for 
pilgrimage to all who honor simple no- 
bility of character and military genius. 


CANADA’S VALUE TO US. 

The campaign speeches on both sides of 
the reciprocity question in Canada are full 
of the idea that we are envious of her won- 
derful progress and prosperity, and eager 
to annex her before she can develop a dis- 
tinct and powerful nationality. If the 
Canadians could realize how utterly they 
mistake our feelings on the subject, they 
would be able to take a more clear-headed 
view of questions affecting their own in- 
terests. 

Why should we envy the progress and 
prosperity which have given all British 
America a population less than ‘that of the 
single State of New York up to this time, 
while we have in one century grown to 
63,000,000? And while theloyalty of Can- 
adians to monarchy is so fervid that they 
consider a commercial treaty not as a busi- 
ness question affecting their own interests, 
but with sole reference to its possible effect 
upon their allegiance toa foreign scepter, 
we would hesitate to accept their broad do- 
main of snow banks and blizzards as a free 
gift, encumbered as it is witha huge debt 
and an unfriendly population. = 

Canada should learn for her own good 
that we now prize her chiefly as a nursery 
and training ground for native Americans 
who migrate therefrom in large numbers 
to the United States. Men who 
cannot be induced to live outside 
the shadow of royal authority are recon- 
ciled by it to an American residence, who 
would otherwise remainin the old world, 
But their children, bornina different at- 
mosphere, soon weary of the shadow which 
darkens popular self-government in Cana- 
da, and fly tothe States to revel here in 
the glorious vitality of genuine American 
life. 

If Sir CHARLES TUPPER and Sir JOHN 
MACDONALD will compare the number of 
Canadians born now living in the United 
States with the number remaining in Can- 
ada, they will find that the latter is only a 
halting place for immigration on its way 
from Europe and monarchy to the United 
States and full-fledged republicanism. We 
annex the best part of Canadaevery year, 
get all of her products that we want, and 
leave the undesirable remnant to Sir JohN 
and Queen VICTORIA.

THR labor payment bill which passed the 
House at Jefferson City by a vote of 106 to 
19 applies to all corporations, other than 
railroad corporations, and to all firms or 
persons engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing, building, brickmaking, mining, 
quarrying, cutting timber, sawing lumber 
or constructing railroads or operating rail- 
roads in this State, It simply provides that 
in the absence of written and recorded con- 
tracts making different arrangements with 
each individual employe, they shall pay 
their labor weekly in lawful money of the 
United States, and not only ample but 
severe penalties are provided for the en- 
forcement of theact. The average reader 
will be at a loss to understand why this 
law should be made applicable to corpora- 
tions or firms or persons engaged in con- 
structing railroads or operating railroads, 
but not to railroad corporations, which do 
about all the railroad constructing and rail - 
road operating that is done in this State, 
Doubtless at Jefierson City, as at Albany, 
the railroad attorneys succeeded in con- 
vincing the framers of this bill that the em- 
ployes of railroad corporations do not need 
any protection in the matter of payments.

FOSTER OF OHIO 
ee 


Nominated by the President To-Day as 
Windom’s Successor, 


POLITICAL CAREER OF THE NEW SEC- 
RETARY OF THE TREASURY. 


Once Governor of His State—Five Terms 
served in Congress—His Fitness asa 
Financier — The Influence He Has 
Wielded in His Party~National Oapi- 
tal Notes, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 21,--The Presi- 
dent to-day nominated Charles Foster of 
Ohio for Secretary of the Treasury. 


Charles Foster was born in Seneca County, 
inthe State of Ohio, Aug. 13, 1828. His 
parents were pioneers in that country, but 
gave Charles a common school education. 
After graduating he entered mercantile busi- 
ness. Finding that unprofitable he re- 
solved to turn his attention to banking. He 
grew wealthy at this business and resolved to 
enter politics. He was elected as a 
Republican from an Ohio district 
to the Forty-second, Forty - third, Forty- 
fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses, and 
in 1881 was elected Governor of Ohio. At this 
time he was one of the most powerful Repub- 
lican leaders in Ohio. In 1983 he was defeated 
for re-election by George Hoadly after one 
of the most exciting campaigns that has 
ever taken place in Ohio. He has always been 
John Sherman's lieutenant in Ohio politics 
and was the organizer and manager of Sher- 
man’s Southern brigade of negro politicians 
which were for Sherman at every national 
Republican convention for years. At the last 
convention in Chicago Sherman’s Southern 
delegation went back on him and it 
is said that Gen., Alger of Michigan 
is accused by the latter with using money 
among them. Foster was in the Ohio delega- 
tion at that convention and was one ofthe 
first to break and support Harrison, He was 
mentioned at the time the Cabinet was being 
selected, but wrangles among the Ohio G. 0. 
P. machine were too much for him to carry. 
At the last November election he ran for Con- 
gress in the Eighteenth Ohio District and 
was beaten by a plurality of 194 votes. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21,—Yesterday’s 
action on the silver bill is still the absorbing 
topic among the friends of the white metal. 
They are generally disposed to regard the 
matter as practically settled, and are corre- 
spondingly despondent, Aneffort will very 
likely be made to have the bill acted on by 
the House, but its friends do not express hope 
of the success oftheir efforts. There are, it 
is said, only two methods by which 
it can be called up. The first is 
by aspecial order from the Committee on 
Rules, but thisis regarded as impracticable, 
as the majority of the committee do not favor 
the measure. The otheris bya motion to 
substitute the silver bill for some other bill 
before the House. There is, it is thought, no 
doubt thatthe Speaker would rule sucha 
motion out of order, and a majority vote of 
the House would be necessary to overrule 
that decision if the Speaker should entertain 
the appeal. The silver men have heretofore 
been defeated ona motion to overrule a de- 
cision of the Chair against the silver bill, and 
do not expect a better fate the next time they 
make a similar motion. 

There was some hope entertained that the 
Coinage Committee would report a compro- 
mise bill on which most of the Republicans 
could unite, but now thatthe unlimited free- 
coinage measure will be reported with an ad- 
verse recommendation, it ig almost conceded 
that nothing can be done until next Oon- 


gress, 

The anti-silver men are very well pleased 
with the situation and Representative Walker 
of Massachusetts predicted this afternoon 
that the bill would never see the light again 
in this Congress. 

Mr. Bland, who has all along exerted every 
effort in the interest of free coinage, will 
keep a sharp eye on the Committee on Rules, 
and whenever they bringin a rule to expedite 
business he will be on hand with an amend- 
ment providing for the consideration of the 
silver bill and setting apart a day for 
that purpose. Thus a square issue will be 
made, which will determine who are the 
friends and enemies of free coinage of silver,

Mary J. Holmes Tells What An Author 
Has to Bear—The Glitter and the Re- 
ality of Fame-—A Glimpse Behind the 
Curtain, 


t must be very delightful to be a success- 
ful author and have piles of letters every day 
from all sorts of people whom you have never 
seen, and who tell you how much they like 
vou and your books,’’ a young, would-be- 
writer said to me not long a ago, as she 
watched me opening a number of letters 
which had just come by the morning mail. 
As I did not answer at once, she went on: It 
must be very flattering, too, to have so many 
requests for your autograph and photograph, 
ten’t un?“ 

Tes, I said, at last, looking up from the 
letter I was reading. ‘‘If the request for 
autographs were all, and the writer would 
always remember to inclose a stamp. It Is 
not much trouble to write one’s name, and if 
we can give pleasure by doing so we should 
be willing to do it; but when it comes to pho- 
tographs, for which you have paid % a 
dozen, and books which have cost you 
nearly as much as they do any one, 
and money with which to get some one 
out of prison, or keep him from going there, 
it isa different matter. And as to compll- 
mentary letters, read these;’’ and I passed 
her three of those just received, one froma 
woman who had taken exception to an art 
cle entitled, Advice to Wives,“ and who 
wrote asking why I must always make women 
targets for ridicule and abuse, and elevate 
men to a high pinnacle of goodness and vyir- 
tue; the second from a man, who, indignant 
at an article entitled, Advice to Husbands, 
wrote to say thatI ‘‘reasoned like a fool, 
and asked if I did not know that ali the women 
of to-day were good for-wasto dress them- 
selves up and parade the streets; the third 
was the joint production of a man and 
woman who were highly incensed because in 
one of my books I had said of a peculiar char- 
acter that she was a ‘‘roaring Methodist.’’ 
The woman, who signed herself A Roaring 
Methodist,’’ was particularly bitterin her 
denunciations against me, and presuming 
that I wasan Episcopalian attacked that 
church with great virulence, citing case 
after case of rascality in its members, which 
she considered far worse thanthe ‘‘loudest 
roar ever heard atthe noisiest camp-meet- 
ing.“ Then the husband took up the cud- 
gels, signing himself Another Roaring 
Methodist,’’ and telling me ‘‘that if I 
couldn't write better than I had done, it 
would be well for me not to write at all,’’ 

„Oh, this is dreadful!’’ the young girl said.

PLEAS FOR AID. 

I may write to the woman who felt that 
injustice was done to her sex, I said, for, 
reading between the lines, I can guess that 
she ig yoked to a brute, But the Roaring 
Methodists and the man who called me a fool 
will go into the waste-paper basket and to- 
morrow light the fire in the grate. As to your 
other question, Do I often get such letters? 
not very often, although I have plenty of 
them and of annoyances, too. The life of an 
author, whose books are widely read, is not 
all sunshine. There are many shadows 
on the road and many thorns among 
the roses, and the prick of the thorn often 
neutralizes the perfume of the rose, while 
the shadows obscure the brightness of the 
sunshine. How would you like to be claimed 
as the long lost sister of some exceedingly or- 
dinary and illiterate woman, because you 
happened to bear the same name as the lost 
sister who used to write verses before she ran 
away? And how would you like to have the 
inmate of a prison write to you for money 
and address you familiarly by your Christian 
name, on the plea that he was an inmate of 
your father’s house when you were a little 
girl? and would you be pleased to get a bill 
of $250 from a merchant whom you had 
never seen, for goods bought of him by 
a person who passed as the author of your 
books? And would you like to have sev- 
eral doubles, for whose shortcomings and 
idjosyncracies you were held responsible, 
hearing from time totime that you were a 
spiritualist, a free - love woman, or a divorced 
woman, or a crazy woman, or a widow 
woman, or acrank, besides being gullty of 
numerous misdemeanors in some school 
which you had never attended? And would 
you like to have books you had never before 
heard of, and which you would not like to 
own, offered to you as yours inthe railway 
cars and be told by the newsboy that ‘he sold 
lots of them because they were yours’? To 
see occasionally, too, in some newspaper or 
magazine what p rts tobe a picture of 

ourself, the very sight of which makes your 

lood curdle and your hair stand on 
end worse than it stands in the pic- 
ture, while you wonder where such a 
thing was unearthed, or who was 
the woman who sat for it or if, after seeing 
it, any one will be insane enough ever to read 
another line of your writing?

For two days past he has received ninety-five 
votes, with no prospect of getting any more, 
Botwithstanding the efforts of the Republican 
Steering Committee to whip their forces into 
line. Yesterday afternoon Senator O'Connor,

The steering committee individ- 
ually left the office with the impression that 
if Gen. Palmer could not be elected no other 
Democrat could, The steering committee will 
not meet again until Tuesday. 

Dr. Moore called upon Gen. Palmer yester- 
day and assured him that he (Moore) would 
vote for a Republican in return for the ap- 
parent desire to elect Streeter at the present 
time. The Assembly has now practically ad- 
journed until next Tuesday, when, as usual, 
startling developments are predicted.

Palmer personally asks them to drop his 
name, and that even then thirty of this num- 
ber will continue to vote for him despite his 
wishes until the conclusion of the senatorial 
contest.

NEW LIGHT THROWN ON THE CASEH- 
YOUNG TRAGEDY. 


The Slayer of Col, Faulkner—Farmers in 
Arms tiven an Hour to Leave Town— 
Millington Murder Case—A Stockman’s 
Revenge—Calendar of Orime, | 


LANCASTER, Ky:, Feb. 21.—Word has just 
been received from Stanford, Ky., which 
tells the story of the troubles between W. 
Clark Cash dnd his wife, Annie, Cash. Cash, 
it will be remembered, killed E. T. Young, a 
prominent Dallas business man, last Tues- 
day, whom he charged with being criminally 
intimate with Mrs. Cash, but it seems that 
Mrs. Cash had been intimate with 
several Stanford men’ while she and 
her busband had resided there. 
Mrs. Cash sued fora divorce in August, 1889, 
and she claimed that her husband treated her 
brutally and refused to support her. Cash 
filed a cross-bill in which he denied her 
charges, and in rebuttal he charged her with 
holding illicit relations with several men in 
Stanford. Mrs. Cash did not deny the latter 
and did not push the case any further, but 
Cash sued several of the men he named in hi 
cross- bill in the divorce case for damages an 
had one of them indicted, and the story is 
that Cash got $1,000 for leaving that place. 
All this goes to show that Cash lied when he 
stated that he murdered Young for ruinning 
his home. 


A DAMAGE SUIT. 

GLaseow, Ky., Feb. 21.—The Warren County 
Circuit records at this point tell the disgust- 
ing story of the $50,000 damage suit of W. Clark 
Cash against one of the most prominent men 
in this county, whom Cash charged with de- 
bauching and alienating his wife’s affections. 
There is little doubt in the mind of anyone at 
this place but that the suit was brought for 
blackmalling purposes, and that his wife was 
also in the business no one would 
doubt after reading her deposition. 
She came all the way from Arkansas City, 
Ark., to give it, after she was divorced from 
her husband. In it she says thatshe has been 
intimate with the defendant and several 
other males, andthat she and Young, whom 
Cash killed at Dallas, were holding relations 
toone anotheras man and wife for several 
years, and that it became public to several 
other men, among them the defendant, who 
forced her to submit to him. At first the case 
caused much sympathy for Cash, but when 
the facts were made public opinion Changed, 
and Cash was driven out of this country.

STORMS AND FLOODS. 


HEAVY RAINS AND HIGH WATER IN 
SOUTHERN INDIANA. 


Indianapolis a Sufferer From Overflow 
White River Out of Bank—The Ohio Ne- 
ceding at Parkersburg, But Rising Rap 
idly at Cincinnati—Traffic Troubles. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 21.~—Indianapolis 
isin danger of being sesiously damaged by 
high water. The rainfall the last three days 
has been the heaviest since 1884 and the smal] 
streams passing through the city are out of 
their banks. The water has spread overa 
large section of the northeastern portion of 
the city and hundreds of cellars are flooded, 
Payne’s Run, which extends through the 
wholesale district of the city, is bank full,and 
and it it rises a few feet more the cellarsin 
the district will be overflowed, as they were 
in 1884, and great damage will follow. A 
number of bridges have been washed out and 
many families in the low northeastern part 
of the city were compelled to move out. The 
railroads are all suffering and but few traing 
are arriving on time. 

' WHITE BIVER OUT OF BANK. 

Munork, Ind., Feb. 21.—For thirty hours, 
the rain has been falling at intervals in tor- 
rents. White River is now out of its banks 
and rapidly rising, the factory district is cov- 
ered with water, and the $90,000 sewer, not 
quite completed, is threatened with destruc. 
tion. The Lake Erie & Western Railroad 
bridge at Albany is reported washed out. 

IN THE SOUTHERN PORTION. 

CoLumsBus, Ind., Feb. 21.—For thirty-six 
hours there has been a constant rainfall in 
the southern half of this State, such as has 
not been witnessed for years. All the rivers 
are out of their channels and rising rapidly. 
The house of a fisherman has been thrown 
into the river by a falling bank, and two peo- 
ple are reported drownéd. In several places 
the river is changing its channel and great 
damage will be done. 


Another Flood Feared. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 21.—Another flood is 
apprehended in the Ohio Valley. It has been 
raining all day and there are no indications 
of the weather clearing. Atall points up the 
Monongahela and Allegheny Rivers the 
water is again rising, and as these streams 
are still outside their banks a repetition of 
the high water of Tuesday and Wednesday is 
feared. The work of cleaning the deposit of 
mud and debris left by the flood is being pros- 
ecuted vigorously in this section and the 
down-town streets are beginning to assume 
their wonted appearance. The damage done 
by the flood in this section has not yet been 
figured up, but itis safe to say it will reach 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


The Ohio at Steubenville. 


STEUBENVILLE, O., Feb. 21.—The river has 
receded to 8 feet, leaving a scene of desola- 
tion behind. The Cleveland & Pittsburg Rail- 
road is running as far down as this city, but 
no trains are yet in operation below. One of 
the officials of the Wheeling & Lake Erie say 
that it will take at least thirty days to get 
that road in operation.
